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EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Introduction 

This publication is issued each month as a supple- 
ment to the annual Catalogue of Publications, Australia 
(110) .9) of the Australian Bureau of Statistics, which lists 
current ABS publications and gives brief descriptions 
(abstracts) of their contents. In addition, a Publications 
Advice (1105.0) is issued each Tuesday and Friday listing 
publications released on the day of issue and expected 
releases on the following five days (Canberra Office) or 
two days (State Offices). 


2. Significant occurrences in ABS Publishing are high- 
lighted in the section Publishing News which follows the 
list of publications issued during the month. Publishing 
News contains brief descriptions of the contents of new 
publications, describes changes in ABS publications and 
shows other information of inicrest to isers of ABS 
publications. 


Publication prices 

3. Two prices are shown for each priced publication. 
The first price given is the ‘over the counter’ price while 
the second includes packaging and postage at ordinary 
rates within Australia. Overseas clients should add 10 per 
cent of the second price to meet the cost of overseas 
surface postage. Airmail rates are available on request. 


4. Where no price is shown the publication is free. 


Mailing list service 

5. Clients who wish to receive free or priced publica- 
tions on a regular basis may use the ABS computerised 
Publications Mailing List (PML) Service. Further details 
and order forms are available from any ABS office.

The service is designed to answer inquiries 
from clients on available official statistics, including 
statistics not published for economic reasons. Unpub- 
lished statistics cover a variety of topics such as popula- 
tion, dwellings, building, imports, exports, shipping, etc., 
in the form of computer printout, microfiche, magnetic 
tape or specially prepared tables.

be specially extracted or where a regular statistical service 
is required, a charge may be made.

New Publications released during December 1985 


5340.0 Information Paper : Changes in the Presentation of Australian Balance of 
Payments Statistics, 1985 


Irregular; 60pp; $1.80, $2.60 


This paper has been produced to provide users of balance of payments statistics 
with an explanation of the major changes in presentation of these statistics 
which are to be implemented in ABS publications from February 1986. It also 
provides descriptions of items in the new presentation and shows the structure 


of tables to be included in monthly and quarterly balance of payments 
publications. 


8212.1 New South Wales Energy Survey, October 1984 : Part 2, Household Energy 
Consumption 


Irregular; 24pp 


This publication contains statistics on annual household electricity consumption 
(quantity and value) and annual gas consumption (quantity). It also shows 
seasonal consumption and details of household composition and ir.come. Selected 
information on energy consumption in the Sydney statistical division is also 
given.

This publication provides details of the magnetic tape file which contains data 
for each household in the sample for the New South Wales energy survey conducted 
in October 1984. It also gives details of the availability of the sample file to 
users. 


9202.2 Information Paper : Travel to Work, School, and Shops Survey, Sample File 
on Magnetic Tape, 1984 
Irregular; 22pp 


This paper provides information concerning the magnetic tape file containing 
data for the travel to work, school, and shops statistical survey conducted in 
October 1984. It contains details of magnetic tape formats, file structure, 
record structure, how to use the data, conditions of use and order forms. 


7323.5 Apples and Pears in Cool Stores, Western Australia, November 1985 
Monthly; 2pp 


This publication contains details of the quantities of apples and pears, 
according to principal varieties, reported to be held in cool stores and 
controlled-atmospheric stores.

Irregular; 24pp 


This publication presents statistics on South Australia's Aboriginal and Torres 
Strait Islanders population, compiled from information collected at the 1981 
Census. 


Other Publishing News 


- Balance of Payments, Australia, November 1985 (5301.0), released on 11 
December 1985, noted that commencing with the January 1986 issue of this 


publication, which is due for release in February 1986, major changes will be 
made in the presentation of balance of payments statistics. The changes will 
bring the statistics into line with the latest statistical standards. They have 
been endorsed by major users and should facilitate analysis. Details of the 
changes are described in the ABS Information Paper : Changes In The Presentation 
of Australian balance of Payments Statistics (5340.0), released on 23 December 
1985. 


- Foreign Investment In Enterprises In Australia, September Quarter 1985, 
Preliminary (5307.0), released on 10 December 1985, announced that major changes 


to both the scope and presentation of quarterly foreign investment statistics 
will be introduced from the forthcoming September quarter 1985 issue of 5306.0, 
due for release in January 1986. In addition a number of changes to definitions 
and classifications for particular series will be introduced. Publication 5306.90 
will be retitled 'Foreign Investment, Australia’ to reflect its more 
comprehensive nature and will include data on both foreign investment in 
Australia and Australian investment abroad, as well as data on Australia's 
international investment position and external indebtedness. 


These changes will be reflected to a limited extent in the next issue of 
publication 5307.0 for the December quarter 1985, due in March 1986. The scope 
of the statistics in this preliminary publication will be extended to cover all 
foreign investment in Australia and the presentation will be revised in line 
with the changes introduced in 5306.0. 


- Major Trading Banks, Australia, November 1985 (5603.0), released on 19 
December 1985, commented that from October 1985 there was a break in the series 
of some major trading banks statistics. Details of the break in the series are 
shown in the Explanatory Notes of the publication. 


+ Price Index of Materials Used in Building Other Than House Building, Six State 


Capital Cities and Darwin, October 1985 (6407.0) and Price Index of Materials 


Used in House Building, Six State Capital Cities, October 1985 (6408.0), both 
released on 19 December 1985, described in the appendixes to the publications 
the effects of sales tax changes on the October 1985 index numbers shown in 
these publications. 


. Production Bulletin No. 2 : Clothi and Footwear, Australia, August 1985 
(8358.0), released on 17 December 1985, commented that the commodity 


classification used to compile production statistics for clothing has been 
redesigned and the redesigned classification became operative in July 1984. The 
objective was to develop a classification which would more closely reflect 
current production characteristics and to facilitate use of production 
statistics in conjunction with import and export statistics. 


For the majority of items it has been possible to reformat details for periods 
before July 1984 and present them in terms of the redesigned classification. 
Factors affecting the comparability of the reformatted series have been 
identified in footnotes to the statistical tables.
